Rabbi’s Column 


The Meaning of an Aufruf 


One of our goals at Sha’ar Zahav is to 
reclaim and renew traditional Jewish 
rituals and customs. We like old tradi- 
tions because they’re old and link us to 
history; we like 
them because of- 
ten it seems that 
the gestures and 
words sanctified 
through the gener- 
ations contain a 
transformative 
power which we 
yearn to touch; we 
like them some- 
times because they are mysterious to 
us. We do not like these same tradi- 
tions when they are sexist or hetero- 
sexist — when they are founded on 
ideas about relationships or commu- 
nity which are not true for us. Some- 
times instead of empowering us with 
their mystery and history, they alien- 
ate us. Our goal is always to fully 
explore and claim our tradition’s rich 
resources while also remaining open 
tochallenging the tradition’s teaching. 
At the same time, we are open to new 
ritual and new forms which emerge 
from the organic life of our communi- 
ty. One example of this process has 
been the ongoing development of 
Sha’ar Zahav’s aufruf ritual. 

“Aufruf’ means “aliyah” and refers 
to the special aliyah the groom used 
to receive at the Shabbat morning ser- 
vice preceding the wedding. As at 
many ceremonies, women were invis- 
ible at the traditional aufruf. For many 
years now, at Reform, Conservative 
and Reconstructionist synagogues, it 
has been common for both the man 
and the woman to be called up for an 
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aliyah or for the couple to be called up 
together. Since the public recognition 
of the sanctity of our gay and lesbian 
relationships is a relatively new phe- 
nomenon, we have sought to create 
an aufruf ritual at CSZ which joyously 
celebrates and affirms the community’s 
support of all our relationships. We 
observe the aufruf at a Friday (or Sat- 
urday) service preceding the ceremony 
and call up the couple to the bimah 
for a blessing before the Congrega- 
tion. If there is a Torah service, the 
couple is called up for an aliyah. We 
announce the ceremony date and in- 
voke God’s blessing upon this union. 
If the celebrants are two women, we 
read the Bible’s poem in honor of a 
virtuous woman, called Eshet Chayil, 
in a lesbian translation. The most im- 
portant part of the ceremony, though, 
is the very last part. Judaism has al- 
ways taught that our personal and 
familial occasions should be shared 
with the entire community. We ask the 
entire Congregation to rise, join hands, 
and, as the couple stands under a tal- 
lis held up by members of the 
Congregation, sing the priestly bene- 
diction. Of course these ancient words 
of blessing from the Bible are power- 
ful — even if we don’t know exactly 
What they mean, we know what we 
intend by them. Even more powerful, 
though, is the community’s outpour- 
ing of affection, concern and strength. 
We share in the celebrant’s joy and 
theirjoy becomes ours. Finally, we sing 
“Siman tov u-mazel tov” and toss a 
shower of candy! 

An aufruf at Sha’ar Zahav has be- 
come one of the special rewards of 
being part of this community, whether 


We are participating as a member of 
the congregation or on the bimah. Two 
Sha‘ar Zahav members who were mar- 
ried in October, Michael Chabon and 
Ayelet Waldman, recently described 
theirs: 

“Then came the aufruf. Neither of us 
was quite prepared for that. We knew that 
we were going to receive some kind of 
blessing, but just what that blessing would 
be, and just what it meant exactly, to be 
blessed — we hadn't really given it that 
much thought. As we approached the bi- 
mah, and a strange expectant silence filled 
the shul, we could feel ourselves leaving 
our old lives behind us. We turned to face 
the Congregation and it was impossible 
not to believe that something very myste-

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President’s Column

I am sometimes asked by non-mem- 
bers and by reporters, “Do we really 
need a gay synagogue now? After all, 
the Reform movement is so open to 
gay people now, 
and (atleastinSan 
Francisco) the 
mainstream Re- 
form temples wel- 
come gay people. 
In fact, some for- 
mer members of 
Sha‘ar Zahav now 
belong to those 
temples. Isn’t this 
separatist stuff passe?” Indeed, a love- 
ly article on our Congregation pub- 
lished in the Los Angeles Jewish Journal 
went to some lengths to show straight 
readers just how much like them we 
are. Are we, 1am sometimes asked, in 
effect putting ourselves out of busi- 
ness by being a force of change and 
openness? 

First of all, of course, we are not a 
gay synagogue, but rather a syna- 
gogue with a special outreach to gay 
and lesbian people. This phrase used 
to sound a little silly, but these days it 
is very true: we are predominantly 
gay and lesbian, but we welcome ev- 
eryone, and our congregation grows 
more diverse and complex all the time. 

In addition, as I noted in last month’s 
column, the increasing acceptance of 
gays and lesbians in mainstream Ju- 
daism allows us to be more fully who 
we are, so that people (of whatever 
sexual orientation) who prefer the lit- 
urgy or organizational style at Temple 
Emanu-E] are free to go there, and 
those who prefer the Sha’ar Zahav style 
are free to come here. 

But there is still a point to being a 
largely gay congregation. There has 
been much progress: in the Jewish 
community, in the world. But there is 
clearly still much to do. Some people 
feel comfortable being the welcomed 
but still new and different members of 
a congregation, while others do not. 
Some feel thrilled at the notion of blaz- 
ing trails, while others do not always 
want that role. Sometimes we need to 
be in the majority. 

That dichotomy was vividly illus- 
trated for me recently when I went 
with one of our past presidents, Paul

Cohen, to speak to the confirmation class 
at Sherith Israel, one of the two large 
Reform congregations in San Francisco. 
The class had been talking about family 
and sexuality, and their teacher, Rabbi 
Alice Goldfinger, wanted us to come 
and speak about being gay, lesbian or 
bisexual and Jewish. 

In some ways, the experience was 
wonderfully uplifting. For one thing, 
thank God I’m not 14 anymore. On a 
more serious note, the relatively lib- 
eral attitudes and openness these kids 
showed was terrific. Paul asked how 
many had a friend or family member 
who was gay, and almost half the class 
raised their hands. Thatso many knew 
gay people and readily acknowledged 
knowing gay people, was truly strik- 
ing. Their questions and attitudes 
reflected the fact that they are grow- 
ing up in the ’90’s in San Francisco. 
The kids seemed quite willing to ask 
questions, and they were fair ones, 
not homophobic or hostile. 


On the other hand, I felt very aware of 
my status as “other.” I felt secure and 
happy to be able to answer those ques- 
tions: some of those kids may decide 
that they are gay, while others will surely 
meet many gay people throughout their 
lives. We can only hope that our presen- 
tation may have planted seeds to help 
both groups. I was glad, though, to come 
back to my Sha’ar Zahav family: a place 
where I don’t need to answer questions 
or explain my choices. Or rather, a place 
where the choices I need to explain are 
about my job, or my opinions about 
ritual matters, or why on earth I be- 
lieved that that shirt matched those pants. 

We are a place to come home to, a 
place for each of us to be fully who we 
are. Dialogue is a wonderful thing, 
but here no one should feel that they 
need to explain their personal choices. 
We challenge each other’s political 
opinions and thoughts about social 
justice and the meaning of Torah, but 
not our sexual orientation or choice. 
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December Va’ad Report 


The Va‘ad Meeting of December 13 
opened with Ora Prochovnick’s lead- 
ing our D’var Torah. In recognition of 
the Chanukah festival, Ora discussed 
the historical origins of the event, and 
noted how some traditional texts treat- 
ed the holiday, and how other texts 
failed to do so. Ora opined that the real 
miracle was that the people had enough 
faith to light the lamp in the first place. 

Next, Treasurer Gary Sokol led us 
through a multifaceted financial dis- 
cussion. In the area of dues pledged 
and dues received, the Congregation is 
doing very well. Inaddition, we havea 
significant number of new member ap- 
plications pending. Moreover, the Allan 
Gold “Hoopla” was a smashing suc- 
cess and resulted in net revenues of 
$5400. On the other hand, pushke rev- 
enues, General Fund donations and 
Kadimah revenues are running below 
what we had budgeted. Also, because 
of increased costs for childcare and 
onegs, expenses for the High Holidays 
were above our budgeted figures. 

President Tiela Chalmers led the 
Va‘ad from Gary’s discussion into a re- 
lated discussion of expenses and 
programs which we might want to cut 
for next year. Gary distributed charts 
which illustrated our expenses and rev- 
enues for a number of existing 
programs. Although we made no deci- 
sions at this time, we looked at ways of 
curtailing certain programs and 
strengthening others. 


Look what you missed at the Men’s Chavorah D'la‘at (Pumpkin) dance! 
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Tiela then went on to share with us 
news on various important topics. Lea 
Salem has been hired as office man- 
ager, and assumed her responsibilities 
on December 7. The Bay Area Physi- 
cians for Human Rights Foundation 
has awarded the Congregation a grant. 
The proceeds will be used to organize 
and present a four-part lecture and dis- 
cussion series on biomedical ethics. 

Lane Schickler and Barney Ugarte 
spoke on behalf of the Newsletter Com- 
mittee. They revealed a number of plans 
to take the Forward forward into 1994. 
Several factors are pointing toward in- 
creases in expenses. To help offset some 
of these expenses, letters will be sent to 
all members asking them to advertise 
their services and businesses in the For- 
ward. To further cut costs, the Newsletter 
Committee would like to eliminate the 
practice of mailing the Forward in enve- 
lopes. Instead, the Forward would be 
printed with a blank page wrapping it. 
This page would feature the address 
label and the return address, and would 
be sealed or stapled. Provisions would 
be made for recipients who would have 
concerns about confidentiality. 

Membership Chair Carolyn Pines pre- 
sented us with the names of 12 new adult 
members and two children. The Va’ad 
approved them for membership in the 
Congregation. Carolyn also announced 
that the date of the next New Member 
Potluck will be Sunday, January 23.

One thing we are conscious of as mem- 
bers of the Forward staff is how expen- 
sive it is to put outa monthly newsletter. 
And so we have been discussing ways to 
raise revenue and cut back our expenses. 

You've probably noticed the in- 
creased number of ads; this has 
brought in much money, thanks to the 
hard work of Barney Ugarte.

rious and wonderful was about to hap- 
pen. Then you took the tallis from your 
shoulders and draped it over our heads, 
enfolding and uniting us under those few 
square yards of linen, your face so solemn 
and tender, and it was at that moment 
that we both understood the power of bless- 
ing. Our hearts raced, we heard the blood 
in our ears, the sound of your voice; and 
holding hands, pressed together, sheltered 
under a kind of invisible tallis of prayer 


and tradition, we began to be married. 
Nothing that came afterward moved us 
more. When the Congregation burst into 
song and showered us with all that bright 
candy, we laughed and cried and held 
onto each other like a couple of immi- 
grants after a long and difficult voyage, 
having arrived at last in the country of 
our love together. It had the feeling of
